Applicant's arguments and amendments after final have been considered but are not persuasive. 
There appear to be two issues relating to the 103 rejection of the claims in view of Do et al. (US 
6372330) taken in view of Takahashi et al The first issue is that of the "PtCrB" alloy reference 
by Applicant and the second is the disclosure by Do et al. of a Cr layer meeting the claim 
limitations directed to a layer consisting of Cr. 

With respect to the first issue, the examiner has assumed that by "PtCrB" alloy, Applicant 
is referring to one of the CoPtCrB magnetic alloy layers disclosed by Do et al. Clearly, these Co 
alloy layers do not meet the claim limitations directed to "a layer consisting of chromium." 
Thus, on this point. Applicant is correct. 

With respect to the second issue, the examiner maintains the argument of record that Do 
et al. suggests the use of non-ferromagnetic spacer films formed firom chromium(Cr), which 
corresponds to the claimed "layer consisting of chromium" (col. 3, lines 57-62). The rejection of 
record was based upon this disclosure (see for example, Final Office action mailed 8/9/05, p.3, 
first paragraph). Applicant's arguments and amendments do not distinguish the presently 
claimed invention over Do et al in view of Takahashi et al. for this reason.
